is paid to the counties from which 
the same was collected, and the re­ 
m aining half w ent to the general fund j 
o f the state. 
In 1023 the legislature passed the 
so-called “ Em ergency Gasoline Tax 
A ct” which imposes an additional one 1 
cent tax on each gallon o f gasoline 
sold, and provides for the paym ent of i 
the tax to the general fund. 
To Motor Fund 
While the legislature of 1925 did 
not disturb the proportion of this | 
tax payable to the counties, it pro- j 
vkled th a t of the total tax of two j 
cents imposed on each gallon of gaso­ 
line one and one-half cents should go J 
into the motor fund instead of the 
general fund as theretofore.

act took effect on June I, 1925. 
The act further provides th a t these 
monies thus coming into th e m otor 
fund shall in effect be used for sink-! 
m g fund expenditures, 
th a t is, for

principal on the various road loans 
as the same becomes due.

Women’s Aid, Permanent Association, 


Is Widely Known Activity of Pennsy 


Railroad System; Organized 'in 1907 


Philadelphia.— An important if not 
widely known activity in the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad System is the Women’s 
Aid, a permanent association formed 
to foster the spirit of friendship and 
mutual helpfulness among families of 
those employed by the company, and 
to render practical assistance where 
and when required. 
Tho association, originally organ­ 
ized in November, 1917, as the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad Women’s Division 
for W ar Relief, but reorganized in 
1920, as the Women’s Aid, has grown 
until at present its members number 
184,706. 
During the past year 67,743 
new members were enrolled. 
New high records for extent of 
work as well as scope of service and 
activities rendered by the 
aid 
are 
shown in tho annual report issued by 
Mrs. W. W. Atterbury, director, and 
Mrs. Elisha Doe, associate director. 
As wife of the vice president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad System, Mrs. 
Atterbury 
has 
general 
supervision 
over all tho work of the organization, 
while Mrs. I>ep, as wife of the vice 
president in charge of operation, is 
hor chief associate in the general ad­ 
ministrative work. 
Tho Women’s Aid consists chiefly 
of women employes of the company 
and the wives, daughters, mothers and 
sisters of the men 
in the service. 
Every grade and rank, 
the 
report 
showed, is represented, and the work 
was extended last year t o , every di­ 
vision in the system. 
The records of 1924 showed that 18,- 
984 families wort' visited, an increase 
of more than 3,000 over the previous 
year. 
Assistance was given, where 
needed, in the form of medical 
or 
surgical attention, food, clothing, coal 
and money, while flowers, fruits and 
other delicacies were carried to the 
sick and injured. 
The 
total 
amount 
disbursed 
in 


rendering aid was nearly $80,000, all 
of which was raised by the dues and 
voluntary contributions of the mem­ 
bers, the holding of social affairs and 
the sale of articles 
made or con­ 
tributed by the members. 
On many 
divisions a special feature was made 
of supplying Christmas cheer, and the 
report showed that a total of 1,032 
Christmas baskets were furnished to 
families in their homes, in addition 
to several hundred lunches and dinners 
to Christmas Day gatherings of em­ 
ployes 
and 
their 
families. 
Many 
Christmas stockings were given to 
children of workmen. 
The eastern region membership, the 
report showed, rose to 95,419, giving 
that region the distinction of having 
more titan one member for every em­ 
ploye embraced. 
In tho central region, Mrs. E. T. 
Whiter, associate director at

Brenaman, associate director at Al­ 
toona, reported the membership grow­ 
ing from 4,319 in 1923 to 10,652 in 
1924.
